In a widely-recognized treatise on inter- 
national flag conventions, by E. H. Baxter, 
the following paragraph appears: 

“Two national flags should never be 
hoisted on the same staff... Where two 
or more national flags are to be hoisted, 
they should be of the same size and should 
be hoisted on staffs of equal height. It is 
a serious insult to any country to hoist its 
flag underneath that of any other country.” 

It is the custom, so traditional as to be 


almost a part of our common law, that the | 


standard of a foreign state, when flown in 
British territory, except above embassies, 
legations and accredited consulates, should 
be displayed alongside a British flag of 
equal size. 


That is why Edmonton people were of- | 


fended and astounded at the flagrant dis- 
regard of this custom in the case of the 
Ukrainian Uniat Church. 


For the white and yellow standard of | 


the Pope is just as much a national flag 
as the hammer and sickle of the Soviets, 
for instance. It represents the Vatican ter- 
ritory, a sovereign and independent state 
with all the machinery of self-government. | 

The most charitable interpretation of 
this breech of courtesy is that somebody for- 
got the usage which governs the flying of | 
flags. 

But it is not enough to let it go at that. 

After all, this is Canada. We may not | 
as yet have decided upon a permanent de- 
sign for a flag of our own. But so long as | 
the Red Ensign occupies that official status 
if only temporarily, no other national stand- 
ard should be flown above it

| characteristic of our economy in 
| Alberta and western Canada has 
been the fact that incomes have 
| t{luetuated greatly from year to 
| year. This has been to some extent 
the result of price fluctuations, but 
to a greater extent it has been the 
result of weather conditions. Our 
welfare and prosperity has, and 
still does, depend on the amount 
of rainfall we get each summer 

An attempt is being made by the 
|Canadian Wheat Board to stabili>~ 


|prices. The indications are, e¢- 
| pecially if they receive reasonable 
; co-operation from the farmers 


| themselves, that they will be able 
to guarantee the farmer a relativety 
staple price year after year, 

* i % 

BUT EVERY farmer knows that 
a floor price is of no help unless 
he has something to sell. And when 
| one remembers that in the southern 
part of this province there have 
been more than 20 crop failures in 
the past 30 years it is easy to see 
just how important this is. A\l- 
though an attempt has been made 
to relieve distress through the act- 
ivities of the PFA which provides 
for payments to farmers who have 
suffered crop failures this is merely 
palliative and does not cure the 
ailment. 

In the summer of 1945 drought re- 
sulted in crop-failures and partial 
crop-failures in many sections of 
this province and other parts of 
western Canada. The result was 
that the gross value of the products 
of Alberta farms was $64,000,000

noticeable; less than the previous year. The 


loss in gross value for the prairie 
provinces was $186,000,000. 

Not only did this cause distress 
to the individuals affected but iis 
effects were felt right throughout 
the Canadian economy. The wes’. 
ern farmer had that much less 
rioney to spend. And while the 
special conditions existing in 1945 
due to the ending of the war cush- 
ioned the full impact of it, in an 
ordinary year it would have been 
ifelt in every industry in Canada 
and by every group of our pop- 
ulation.

1T SEEMS rather obvious then 
that anything which could be done 
to prevent the full impact of re- 
curring crop failures on our econ- 
omy should be done without delay. 
While nobody has yet worked out 
a method of insuring adequate rain- 
fall year after year, yet in certain 
sections of the province the prob- 
lem has been overcome by the 
development of irrgation projects. 

In the southern part of the 
province we now have approxi- 
mately 600,000 acres under irriga- 
tion comprising some 4,500 farms.
